IRON AND STEEL WORKS
INCREASE PRODUCTION
BY FIFTY PER CENT.

Boom in Industry Began
Last September and Is
Attributed to War Or-
ders—Skilled Labor in
Demand.

An Improvement of 60 per cent. in the
iron and steel Industry sinte last Sep-
tember |8 estimated by Philadelphia man-
ufacturera and denlers, who declared to-
day that a small boom has come  Fac-
tories formerly running on part time are
now belng operated at full capacity, and
others that have been virtually coloned
down are working at 4 normal rate of
production.

Tho tremendous Influx of war orders
from the Alllen hns caused o marked
docrense In the city's unemployment, so
prevolent during the Inst yenr. Iron and
eteel mills are the direct beneficiariea of
the large demand for war mnterial, but
the indirect effect hna been the stimula-
tian of many lines of buslnesy, through
tha co-ordination of the many Industries,

According to labor leaders In the Iron
and steel trades, there Is no renson why
akilled mechanics should be without em-
ployment today. Thousands of men who
walked the streets and searched for any
reasonable positlon to ennble them to
stave off disaster for their families
throughout the winter may now earn
normal wages, and If deslred. In moat
chwen earn- tima and half tme. So
urgent I8 the need for skilled artlsans,
notubly In teades that deal with the
production of finlghed metals, that im-
mense bopuses are being offered to the
more akilled workmen. This Is especinlly
true of tha tradesmmen who have been
employed In factories that have manu-
tnctured munitions of war, The recent
inorense of poy of 25 per cent. granted
to arsenal workmen by the War Depart-
ment was an effort to prevent the men
from forapking Government employ for
private concerns which have slgnsd con-
tracts with the nllled powers of Europe.

In somp Instances the war In Europe
has been responsible In a negative way
for tha boom In local Industries. The
Hess-Bright Manufacturing Company re-
porta that they have not a aingle contract
with any European Power, yet they are
reaping the benefits of the conflict In the
same measure as firmna which are manu-
feeturing actusl munitions or equlpment.
Thelr Increased bualness ls dus to the
blockade of German products, These mn-
terials have to be manufactured in this
country awing to the stoppnge of the Ger-
man trade routes and the company s
employing n Iarge number of men In &n
industry that was not contemplated when
the tompany was developed. An ofMcer
of the concern today sald:

“War has certainly mads busineas good
Indirectly we are benefited by the
European auto contraots, for which wa
have furnished steal ball bearings. Bul,
apart from this incresse In our normal
production, we have had to face u com-
pléta reorgunizmation of our methods of
production. The British blockade, which
closed our porta to (Germmnn Koods, has
forced us to turn to the mannfacturing
of our own mw products. We have had
to employ & much larger number of men
than heretofore and the proapects for
some time to come are that we shall be
unosunlly busy."”

Niles-Bement-Fond Company reporis
that they are employing more than twice
A many men as they did two years ago.

In 1789 John Jacob Astor im-
ported from London a piano which
he placed onsale in New York City,
thereby starting the first piano |
business in America.
